Keene and F. K. Sturgis were re-elected stewards 
to serve two years, and certain of the racing 
rules were amended to read as follows : 

Rule 79, third paragraph, is amended to read : 
In case of a walk over (except after a dead 
heat and in selling races), one half of the money 
offered to the winner is given. 

Rule 99, second paragraph, is amended to 
read: With the sanction of the starter, a horse 
may be led to his position. The jockey must 
not dismount except to set right insecure equip- 
ments, and then only with the permission.of the 
starter. 

Rule 131, sixth paragraph, is amended to read : 
Any person who shall attempt to prevent an- 
other person from bidding on the winner of a 
selling race or claiming any horse in such race, 
or demand any portion of the surplus from the 
owners of horses which are entitled to it, or 
any owners running in selling races who may 
make any agreement for the protection of each 
‘ other's horses in contravention of these rules, 
shall be fined, suspended or ruled off.
